The tomato market was—is—will be—oh, what’s 
the use? 


As the canning season progresses. let the packers 
remember that the surest way to check the natural 
increase in demand is to place upon the market sloppy, 
trashy goods, displeasing both to the eye and the 
palate. 


If it is true, as stated, that this season’s sales of glass 
jars have been nowhere near as large as expected, it 
means that the housewife has put up less than the 
usual quantity of home packed fruits and vegetables, 
hence the demand for: factory products should be 
larger. 





Commenting on business conditions in the Chicago 
district, Dun’s weekly report says that “No abatement 
yet appears in heavy contracts for railway equipment, 
rails, structural steel and pig iron. An outstanding 
feature is expansion in the volume of furnace outputs. 
~ = Distributive trade is of seasonable extent.” 
3radstreet’s weekly report of general business condi- 
tions notes that “Operations in industrial lines are 
still expanding and in some branches of the iron and 
steel trade record outputs are the rule. In fact, 
manufacturing is in the forefront as regards activity, 
and in some branches skilled workmen are not plen- 
tiful enough to supply the demand. Industrial plants 
that have been late in sharing in the revival are taking 
on more activity and working of night shifts is not 
uncommon.” It will be remembered that one of the 
chief causes of slack demand for canned goods was 
the fact that so many wage earners were out of em- 
ployment. With such a striking improvement in the 
labor situation as the reports of the commercial 
agencies show has taken place, should there not, then, 
be a material expansion in canned goods demand dur- 
ing the coming fall and winter ? 


At last we have discovered a writer on “home can- 
ning” who has the courage and sufficient regard for 
truth to suggest to the readers of the ‘Household 
Hints” page of a Chicago Sunday newspaper that can- 
ning and preserving operations when conducted in the 
home kitchen are attended with considerable cost. We 
have long held that factory made canned vegetables and 
fruits are economical, and we are glad to find in print, 
particularly on a woman's page, statements supporting 
our side: “I speak of its being cheaper for you who 
must buy your vegetables to put them up yourselves 
for household use in the cold weather, but I do not 
know, after all, that it is really cheaper from the 
standpoint of outlay of money. Possibly you could buy 
the cheaper sorts of stuff in tin cans for the price 
your home canned vegetables and fruit will cost when 
they are done, to say nothing of the time and effort 
vou have put into the work. The sturdiest champion 
of home-made preserves and canned vegetables cannot 
deny that the initial outlay is a good deal of expense.” 
The housewife is usually told that there is a consider- 
able saving in putting up as large a part as possible 
of her “winter’s supply” of canned vegetables and 
fruits, whereas there is no economy in it, either as re- 
gards the “outlay of money” or otherwise. Now that 
a woman’s page editor has dared to print an article 
calculated to destroy the delusion about the economy 
of home canning, we have hopes that somebody will 
come along with courage enough to say, on a “house- 
hold hints” page, that factory canned goods are better 
as well as cheaper than the home packed article.

Many hearings have been held before the board of 
food and drug inspection in which the weight or 
volume of a package of food or drugs has been found 
to be lower than that claimed on the label. Many ex- 
cuses have been offered for these variations. It seems 
advisable, in view of the quite common occurrence of 
such cases, that a full discussion of this subject should 
be secured. 

All manufacturers and jobbers interested in the mat- 
ter of the correct stating of weight and volume are 
therefore asked to appear before the board on Thurs- 
day, Sept. 30, 1909, at 10 a. m., in the board room, 
main building of the Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C., for the purpose of discussing all 
the points which may be raised under the law in re- 
gard to this matter.

By today, 13th inst., most (not all) of the corn machinery 
will be at work. _ It will be October before the packing is over, 
and not early in that month, I fear.

How does the picture strike you. 

I assure the reader that I have not overdrawn the situation. 
We are as far from a solution as two weeks ago. I brought 
some ears home from a pile of what I called an average. 
Half was long ears, not the assine, but Crosby variety, well 
filled, while the rest were small and not half filled out. This 
was the mark of the drouth. It would not yield half what it 
should to the acre. Some sections will be up, others about as 
I have stated, while much has already been cut down for the 
silo. 

The delivery on contracts will vary, but the total output 
should be about as I have given. Naturally, prices have 
advanced, but a little was offered this week at 90c, and pos- 
sibly a few cars might be had yet, but generally the packers 
who hope to get a surplus refuse to name a price. I cannot 
see how this 9Ve figure can last a week. Corn must be higher. 
Buyers do not understand—or will not—just as you wish. Ab- 
surd offers continue to be wired. This is a costly amusement 
for the broker. It is an old and true axiom that it is bad 
policy to bid lower on a rising market. At best there will 
not be many thousand eases to sell, and the quickest man will 
be the best one. 

There is nothing new to write about on other lines, except 
that the gallon apple market, from $2.25 to $2.50, has been

Epirork CANNER: The trade throughout the United States 
and the United Kingdom has responded readily to the open- 
ing prices announced on the 1909 pack of canned salmon last 
week, and already sales have been large, in some cases the 
entire accounts of brokers being already cleaned up. 

Alaska Reds—Talls, $1.15; flats, $1.35; halves, 85e. Orders 
were placed with various brokers, subject to approval of open- 
ing prices, which, when confirmed, were sufficient to clean up 
the entire pack of this grade. The pack falls about 150,000 
eases under that of last year and reached an absolutely bare 
market. Last year’s pack was cleaned up early, and so great 
was the demand during the summer for spot goods that job- 
bers were paying as high as $1.25 per dozen. This price was 
paid for some of the early shipments of the new pack, within a 
few weeks of the time when opening prices at a lower level 
were a practical certainty. Small supplies of this stock are be- 
ing held in reserve for regular customers, but the bulk has 
already changed hands, the approval of opening prices being 
almost spontaneous. 

Sockeyes—Talls, $1.35; flats, $1.50; halves, $1. The pack of 
this grade is virtually 950,000 cases on Puget Sound, one of the 
largest in the history of the industry, but the opening price is 
25e a dozen lower than last year and is considerably lower 
than was anticipated by buyers, $1.45 being the popular ex- 
pectation. As a consequence, orders have been confirmed in- 
variably and buying has been heavy. Orders have been un- 
usually heavy from the United Kingdom, and it is estimated 
that at least one-fourth of the pack will be required for ex- 
port purposes. The pack during the next three years will 
probably not be large enough to meet the annual markets, and 
as a consequence the carry-over will be sold at a premium long 
before the next big year.

Medium Reds—Talls, $1.05; flats, $1.20; halves, 70¢. The 
price on this grade is 5¢ a dozen higher than last year, but js 
entirely justified by market conditions.

EpiroR CANNER: Generally, trade has been tair during the 
week, though the disturbance in business due to the holiday 
the first of the week and the homecoming of the vacationists 
who have been away greater or less lengths of time, caused 
some unevenness in the market and made it more uncertain 
than it might have been otherwise. It might be said, however, 
that the tendency is toward an increase in business, with trade 
conditions in a somewhat mixed condition, though perhaps 
tending toward improvement, if there is any change in tend- 
eney to be noted. Conditions are improving, though somewhat 
unevenly. It may be said in passing that the bulk of holders 
are more confident and expect to see trade increase more 
actively in the future than it has in the past. 

The West, it is said, renewed its purchases of southern 
tomatoes, but the influence was insufficient to make any ma- 
terial difference in the situation. Considerable weakness (de- 
veloped the first of the week, due probably more to the cessa- 
tion of orders from that quarter than to any other single thing. 
The undertone of the market is a bit firmer, but there are still 
free offerings of full standard Maryland 3s available at 65¢ 
regular terms f. o. b. factory. It was reported that some of 
the weakness, at least, was due to the necessity of raising 
money which confronted some of the packers, but this was de- 
nied shortly afterward. It was pointed out that all packers 
who are at work had made their financial arrangements long 
ago and that additional money is unnecessary. Sometimes 
advances on original loans may be necessary, but when they 
are there is never any obligation to settle up before the end 
of the season. The West needs a good deal more stock and 
eastern buyers have scarcely begun to take hold yet. Some 
holders are refusing to sell below 67%4c regular terms f. o. b. 
factory, and a few are asking up to 70e for well known brands. 
Gallons are quiet and Marylands are held at $2 regular terms 
f. o. b. faetory. 

Corn is doing a bit better, but former conditions prevail 
and it is difficult to obtain stock, excepting such quantities as 
are required for immediate use. Business as a whole is quite 
as active as might be expected up to the present. It is well 
understood that crop conditions are uncertain and this forces 
a species of conservatism which is making the market slow, but 
aside from that there is no indication of a change. 

Faney peas are reported searece and are wanted. The New 
York state pack of No. 3 Alaska are wanted in considerable 
quantities, but are difficult to find. It might be said that 
there is searcely any further interest in the market, and that 
sales are made in small lots only. Buyers are watching for

opportunities to secure good stock cheap, but unless there is a 
change in the situation sellers will act conservatively for the 
next few weeks. Standard and extra standard grades are 
quiet, but offerings are relatively light and consequently the 
market is unchanged. 

A strong market for gallon apples of state pack is reported. 
According to information from up the state the cost of fruit 
is so high that packers are reluctant to make opening prices 
on futures. Farmers are getting $3.50 per barrel for fresh 
fruit. Offerings from second hands are light and it is said 
to be difficult to obtain anything from holders at less than 
$2.60 for old goods, while up to $2.65 has been paid, and 
many holders of old stock are asking more than that figure. 

Peaches of California packing are reported to be strong 
with an upward tendency. Lemon clings in extra and extra 
standard grades are scarce, difficult to obtain and the market 
is firm. On pears the market is firmer and sales are made in 
small quantities principally. Conditions are improving for 
holders, but for buyers it looks less promising than two weeks 
ago. Stocks are light in all varieties and the tendency is up- 
ward. 

Apricots are held firmly up to quotations, with sales made in 
relatively small lots. Business has been limited to actual re- 
quirements, pending the determination of the price tendencies. 

Cherries are firmer in all grades, but movement is still 
light. Holders are confident of improvement shortly. 
Pineapple is somewhat firmer, though demand is chiefly of 
a jobbing character. Not much business is done in large lots. 

Blueberries in gallon packing cost less than at the beginning 
of the season, though some holders still insist upon full prices. 
The tendency is toward weakness, however. 

Gallon blackberries show some indications of weakness, com- 
pared with opening prices, and some sales have been made at. 
a reduction, but at present quotations they are held firm. 

Gallon gooseberries are strong and cannot be bought for 
less than quoted range. 

Southern peaches, pie grades, are wery firm up to $3, which 
is the figure asked for the best goods. Californias are held 
at $3.25 for unpeeled and up to $6 for peeled, but it is barely 
possible that the inside would be shaded in some quarters. 

With stocks in first hands closely absorbed and demand in- 
creasing, red Alaska salmon is held firmly up to quotations. It 
is said that movement is free and that the supplies available 
are greatly reduced. Other grades are unchanged and much 
the same conditions prevail. Holders are reluctant to part 
with their stocks, excepting at full prices, while buyers do not 
care to take hold except so far as they must to satisfy their 
own necessities. 

Lobsters are reported scarce and firm, with buyers taking 
hold rather more freely, though placing orders chiefly for small 
lots. 

Sardines are moving under a rather dull demand. Recent 
purchases seem to have satisfied buyers. HARLEM.

Epiror CANNER: The market for apricots is strong and 
tending upward on the coast. Packers have been buying 
freely from growers and paying high prices for the purpose 
of .covering short sales. Home demand until recently has been 
slow, but export business has been large and, as the crop is 
estimated at about 15 per cent less than the 1908 output, the 
combination of influences has made a firmer market. It is

Epitok CANNER: The drouth continued. until last Priday 
when copious rains fell all over this section. As I said in 
my last, any rain falling now is too late for corn, as the crop 
is over and the pack harvested. It will, however, be of con- 
siderable benefit to the tomato crop, and especially so, as since 
the rain the temperature has been moderately low with a cloudy 
atmosphere. Tomato growers were afraid that when rain 
did not fall, it would be followed with a hot sun, which would 
simply have been ‘‘out of the frying pan into the fire,’’ for 
then the sun would have done nearly as much damage to 
the fruit on the vines as the dry weather had been causing be- 
fore. The rain will benefit tomatoes to this extent: the small 
green fruit will now take on a fresh start and grow to a bet- 
ter size instead of ripening prematurely, as it was doing during 
the dry weather. ‘Phere will not be any more tomatoes formed 
on the vines, as it is too late for any more blossoms, but as 
already stated, it will have the effect of giving the small to- 
matoes a better growth, and thus will increase the yield ton- 
nage. 

The tomato glut was on last week, and bids fair to continue 
for at least the first half of this week. Country packers are 
receiving the fruit a little faster than they ean put it up, al- 
though they are working nearly night and day. This has 
caused a good many raw tomatoes to be shipped to Baltimore, 
but as the local crop around here is very short, and the Balti- 
more packers are anxious for the raw material, the market 
did not break below 25c¢ per bushel all through the week, and 
there were only one or two days when the price was lower 
than 30ce. An early wind-up of the crop is expected, as the 
fruit seems to be all ripening at once. The raw market opens 
in Baltimore today at 37\4¢ to 40e per bushel. 

The season is already nearly over in Virginia, and on some 
parts of the peninsula it is expected that there will be a 
windup this week.

week. Most of the orders, however, being sent down to the 
peninsula, where packers can still be found willing to sell at 
65e and 6744c. In fact, they have to sell at whatever the 
can get, for many of them need the money to finance the 
balance of their pack. The plan adopted by two or three of 
the large can companies last spring of storing cans in county 
packers’ warehouses for the packer’s use in the season, and rd 
be paid for in cash when so used, is now helping to bear the 
market, as many of those packers who are working under this 
plan have to keep selling and shipping out some goods with 
which to meet their can bills. Baltimore packers, however 
will not sell below 70e, and some of them are holding for 
72\%4e and 75e. They believe the market will reach these fig. 
ures (and probably higher) at the close of the season. There 
are now a number of well posted men outside of Numsen who 
maintain that the total pack this year will, be fully 2,500,000 
to 3,000,000 cases less than in 1908. An encouraging feature 
for eastern tomato packers is the continued buying from the 
middle West. This in itself is proof without argument that 
the pack in the western states is going to be short. I do not 
believe that there are many jobbers who are buying very far 
ahead, so that it seem to me it is safe to assume that the 
market will stiffen up as the end of the season approaches. In 
fact, I believe that if the jobbers were to begin now to antici- 
pate their winter needs, we would immediately see an advane- 
ing market. However, it is all guess work as yet, and nothing 
certain ean be actually known until the pack is made. 

The corn market continues to advance. No standard Maine 
style can now be purchased in this section below 70e f. o. b. 
country points, and the indications are that 75e will be the 
market before the close of this month. 

Peach packing is practically over here. There is some fruit 
coming in from western Maryland, but prices are too high 
for our city packers, especially in view of the lack of demand 
for the canned article from the jobbers. There is no change, 
however, to report in the market. There seems to be a stand- 
off between buyers and packers of peaches, and time alone 
will tell as to who will give way first. 

A good many apples are being packed here, and there is 
an active demand at 67%4e to 70e for No. 3 and $1.90 to $1.95 
for No. 10. All small fruits are firmer, with the exception, 
probably, of strawberries, of which the supply is relatively 
larger than on the other lines. Biackberries in particular have 
advanced, the market being now 75c, although a few old pack 
country goods can be purchased at 70c. There was a good de- 
mand during the week for all the general line, and a very 
active business is expected from now until the close of lake 
and rail navigation, which will be about the middle of Novem- 
ber. TARTAR. 





A NEW CALIFORNIA MILLION DOLLAR RAISIN 
CORPORATION. 

Further details concerning the million dollar raisin 
corporation being formed in California state that the 
promoters expect to have all the stock subscribed for 
in a short time and at least 50,000 tons of raisins. By- 
laws are being drafted and an attorney has been in- 
structed to draw up contracts for the products. 

I. Tellman, promoter of the million dollar raisin 
corporation, announced the names of the men whom 
he has selected to work in conjunction with him as 
follows: Wylie M. Giffen, Fresno; Bernal Hopper, 
Parlier; Harry Say, Selma; Lou Powers, Centerville; 
R. Frisselle, Fresno; W. F. Chandler, Fowler. 

The plan of the new organization at present is to 
secure 50,000 tons of raisins next fall, but it is doubt- 
ful whether this can be accomplished now, as it is 
stated that the Muscat crop will be a little short and 
already about 25 per cent of the crop has been sold. 

The promoters of the corporation firmly believe that 
this plan for removing the stagnation of the raisin 
market is the most feasible which has yet been pre- 
sented to the growers in any form and are confident 
that it will be a success.

Silo Juice. 
We recently received a sample of silo juice for examina- 
tion as to any value it might have, the party thinking per- 
haps it might he utilized for the production of alcohol or 
some constituent worked up with profit. There is only a 
comparatively small amount of soluble carbohydrates in 
products employed for ensilage, and these would be broken 
up during the Jactie acid fermentation which goes on in a 
silo, so that, as would be expected, the juice was free from 
sugars or other fermentable substances. 
An analysis of the juice, in order to ascertain more 
definitely the character of any substances held in solution, 
gave the following results:

This analysis would indicate the solids of the juice to con- 
sist of about one-third organie acids (chiefly lactic), about 
one-third protein compounds and about one third of bodies 
of undetermined character, about half of which would be 
mineral substances. The analysis would not indicate the 
presence of any compounds which would give returns for the 
handling of the juice which would be required. There would 
be some fertilizer value. as a result of the nitrogen present, 
but the high acidity of the juice would make it impracticable 
to run the juice upon land unless the acidity should be 
neutralized, so that where the juice could be run into a 
sewer or disposed of without contaminating the water supply 
in the vicinity of the silo, this would be the most satis- 
factory means of disposal. 

Discoloration of Hominy. 

We have a great many cases of discoloration of hominy, 
due to the formation of iron sulphide, submitted for ex- 
amination. The heavy process required for the sterilization 
of hominy through the decomposition of proteid matter 
liberates hydrogen sulphide and iron brought in solution 
during can manufacture or during capping and tipping, if 
taken up by the hominy, is precipitated as black iron sul 
phide, causing the discoloration. 

The most pronounced cases of discoloration we have 
noticed have been under the cap hole end and have resulted 
from iron being brought in solution during capping and tip- 
ping being sweated through under the cap to the inside of 
the can, where it is taken up by the hominy coming in con- 
tact. This results especially in the case of an employment 
of an excess of a zine chloride flux, the flux acting upon the 
exposed edges of the black plate of the cap and can. 

The presence of free acid in flux or of ammonium chloride 
would increase the solution of iron. Ammonium chloride is 
not only of itself corrosive when in contact with the iron, 
but is readily decomposed by the hot soldering iron with 
the liberation of free acid. The zine chloride of the flux is 
also more or less corrosive, and is also decomposed by the 


heat of the soldering iron, though a zine chloride flux, which 
is neutral and free from ammonium chloride, is less apt to 
cause trouble. Such a flux when used with care to avoid 
aun excess can be used without great danger of discoloration 
of the hominy under the eap hole. However, there seems to 
be so much difficulty in observing these conditions so as to 
avoid trouble from discoloration that we have been advising 
the employment of a rosin flux, the rosin being cut with 
denatured alcohol. With such a flux there is practically no 
danger of any solution of iron, and consequently no dis- 
coloration of the hominy underneath the cap will occur. 
In some cases the discoloration referred to may occur in the 
case of the hominy in contact with the side or end seams, 
and in such case would be due to iron brought in solution 
and sweated through to the inside of the can during the 
soldering of the cans in can manufacture. 

Where cans giving difficulty in this connection are met 
with washing the cans, which would remove the soluble iron, 
would largely correct the trouble. However, if difficulty is 
experienced in securing cans free from iron which may cause 
discoloration, we would advise specifying that the cans be 
rosin soldered when purchasing same. Rosin soldered cans 
which we have had occasion to examine have been prac- 
tically free from any traces of soluble iron on the inside of 
the can, and consequently should cause no trouble whatever 
in the case of hominy from discoloration in the vicinity of 
the seams.

Purity of Syrups or Sugar Solutions. 

A syrup refining company having occasion to ship some 
molasses into Canada, was at a loss to understand the mean- 
ing of the Canadian requirement of ‘‘a purity of not less 
than 35’? for molasses. The subscriber in question submitted 
a sample of molasses intended for shipment and the follow- 
ing analysis and explanation was made, which will cover the 
poimt:

‘*By purity of a sugar solution is meant the relation of the 
cane sugar present in the solution to a pure cane sugar solu- 
tion having the same amount of solids as the sugar solution 
in question. In the case of this sample, for instance, if all 
of the solids present were cane sugar, the specific gravity 
would indicate 79 per cent cane sugar. Polarization, how-

Upon receiving this report our client asked us to explain the 
meaning of the terms Direct and Invert Polarization, and our 
reply tollows: in regard to the meaning of the terms ‘‘ Direct 
Poiarizaiion’’ and ‘* {invert Polarization’’ will state that the 
most satistactory way of detecting the presence of glucose in 
syrups, molasses and other sugar products, also the esiimating 
ot cane sugar, is by the use of tne Polariscope, and tor this 
purpose two operations are required. ‘The first consists of 
making « ‘lefinite amount of the syrup or other saccharin 
product, after clarification, up to 100 ¢. ¢., and after filtering 
a tube is filled with the clear filtrate and a reading taken in 
the .polariscope; this is called the direct reading or the Direct 
Polarization. The filtrate which has just been polarized is 
then inverted, that is by treatment with a definite amount of 
acid the cane sugar is inverted or changed to invert sugar, 
after which another reading is taken upon the solution in the 
polariscope, the secoud reauing being called the invert reading 
or Invert Polarization. From these two readings the percent 
tage of cane stigar can be calculated as well as the presence 
of glucose detected and the amount of glucose estimated. 
Glucose will give a reading to the right (which is denoted by 
the plus (+) sign) both before and after inversion, while 
eane sugar will give a reading to the right before inversion and 
a reading to the left after inversion, which is the basis for the 
detection of glucose and also for the calculation of the glucose 
or cane sugar present. 

Where much natural glucose as it is sometimes called, or 
more properly invert sugar, is present the direct polarization 
will always be low. This is especially characteristic of low 
grade molasses or black strap, where the direct polarization 
will often be not much over +20. For this reason the polari 
zation becomes an index as to the amount of inversion that 
has. occurred in the syrup and to 2 certain extent as to the 
quality of the syrup, so that many molasses refiners and sugar 
house managers desire the statement of the polarization with 
the statement of analysis, so that we gave you a statement of 
the direct and invert polarization as well as a statement of the 
cane sugar shown by the polarization and whether polarization 
showed glucose to be present or not. 

For instance, a molasses giving a direct reading of about 
+20 and an invert reading of 15 to —20 would be recog- 
nized as a low grade molasses, as the polarization would show 
much of the cane sugar to have been inverted. With a high 
grade molasses or a syrup produced by simply boiling down 
the cane juice the direct polarization usually would be from 
+40 to +50 or even a little higher, with an invert polarization 
of about —15 to —20. Such a syrup would be recognized at 
onee from the polarization as of high grade, or in case of higher 
limit ef polarization as a sugar cane syrup. Yours very truly,

A Case of Poisoning Reported From Drinking Cider. 


We have the following letter from one of our subscribers: 
National Canners ‘Laboratory, ij 
Gentlemen—We are sending you a pint sample of apple cide 
which we would like a report on as quickly as possinie. This 
sample is trom a snipment sent to one Of our cusiomers and 
he claims it makes peoplt sick who drink it. We could not see 
anything the matter wita it and wouid like to nave 1 ana.yzed 
to see it it has any foreign substance in it. Yours very truly 
Our reply follows: Reporting upon the sample of cider we 
find as follows:

The solids are very high for a fermented cider containing the 
alcoholic percentage shown in this case, indicating the adaition 
of sugar. We have made determinations as to the presence of 
any loreign substance which might be injurious. ‘lhe exami- 
nation shows the presence’of benzoic acid but not in any ex- 
cessive amount, and no evidence of the presence of heavy metals 
which might cause intestinal troubles were found. Neither was 
any foreign organi¢ substance detected. However, as stated, 
the solids of the cider are very high in view of the alcoholic 
content. Examination shows the presence of 7.16% reducing 
sugars, while the polarization is only —1, which would be nor- 
mat for a closely fermented cider. There was no appreciable 
inversion, so that the sugars present are present as invert sugar, 
The sample is abnormal as regards the relation of alcohol, re- 
ducing sugars and polarization. An unfermented cider might 
contain even more reducing sugars than shown by this sample, 
but in such case there would be a very marked left hand 
polarization and no appreciable content of alcohol. If fermen- 
tation had taken place an alcoholic content approximating that 
of this sample, also a low polarization, would occur, but there 
would not be anywhere near the reducing sugars shown by 
this sample. 

The only way we could account for the relation existing be- 
tween reducing sugars, polarization and alcohol would be that 
the sample had been produced from apples which had fer- 
mented to a greater or less extent before grinding and press- 
ing, and as a result of the fermentation substances otherwise 
insoluble would be brought im solution. These substances 
would be of the nature of pentosans and galactans and being 
dextro-rotary would decrease the left-hand polarization and 
would also result in an inerease of the reducing sugars. You 
are doubtless in position to know whether this cider was pro- 
duced from strictly sound apples and if so the above solution 
of the discrepancies shown would, of course, not be correct, 
but from the determinations made such would be an explana- 
tion of the discrepancies in the determinations pointed out, 
and if such was the ease it is possible that from the fermenta 
tion which had taken place some bodies might have resulted 
which would have some tendency to cause illness to those drink- 
ing any great quantity of the cider, at least our determ‘nations 
did not show the presence of any foreign substance added with 
intent to make the cider unwholesome, neither did they show 
the presence of any heavy metals which might be brought in 
solution by the cider having been in contact with metallic 
vessels.

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This sample satisfactorily meets the requirements for cider 
vinegars with the exception of ash and water soluble phos- 
phorie acid. There was evidence of considerable solution of 
zine from the metal cap, the sample having been sent us in 1 
Mason jar. From our examination we should judge that the 
vinegar would meet satisfactorily either the Pennsylvania or 
the national food law requirements, the deficiency in the water 
soluble phosphoric acid and the high figure for total ash being 
due, in our opinion, to the zine taken up from the metal cap 
of the container. Zine would tend to render insoluble the phos 
phorie acid which would make the figure for water soluble 
phosphorie acid low, and of course would increase the total ash. 
As stated we should judge there would be no trouble in regard 
to this vinegar, but in order to assure yourselves that the water 
soluble phosphoric acid in the original vinegar was not low it 
might be best to have us make a partial analysis of another 
sample of the vinegar, though the presence of the zine taken 
up from the metal cap would account for the low figure for 
water soluble phosphoric acid, and we would not advise fur- 
ther analysis unless you have some reason to suspect the quality 
of the vinegar. In future we would advise your submitting 
samples of vinegar in bottles rather than in containers of this 
kind. 

On a sample of vinegar submitted from another source we 
reported as follows for the particular determinations requested:

In regard to réducing sugars these are expressed in percent 
age on the vinegar itself, as you request percentage of reducing 
sugars. The United States statdards, however, express reduc- 
ing sugars in terms of the total solids, in which ease it would 
be necessary to divide the percentage of the reducing sugars 
by the percentage of the total solids, which in the case of the 
above asmple the percentage of reducing sugars in the total 
solids would be 61.75%, which of course would be material 
above the maximum prescribed by the U. 8. standards, which 
specify that reducing sugars shall not exceed 50% of the total 
solids.

The requirements of the U. S. standards are: not more than 
24% for reducing matters as starch; not more than 12% for 
crude fiber and not less than 35% for protein, so that the fiber 
is slightly high and the protein somewhat low, which would 
indicate the use of an excess of mustard bran. 














INFORMATION CONCERNING CONDENSED MILK 

TRADE IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 
Brazil. 
WHY TRADE IN THE AMERICAN PRODUCT HAs 
DECREASED. 
Consul-General George E. Anderson, of Rio de 
Janeiro, furnishes the following information concern- 
ing the trade in condensed milk and the assigned req- 
sons for the decrease in the imports from the United 
States : 

“The division of the imports of condensed milk 
into Brazil among producing nations has, until re. 
cently, been apparently the result of trade agreements 
made elsewhere than in Brazil, for while the imports 
of the product from the United States have enjoyed 
certain trade favors, notably that of a preferential re- 
duction of 20 per cent in the import duty, American 
trade in the article has shown little increase until 1908, 
and even in that year was far below what the imports 
were four or five years ago 

“The course of imports of condensed milk in gen- 
eral, and from the United States in particular, has 
been peculiar, as will be seen by the following state- 
ment, showing the imports for’the past five years:

While, therefore, there has been a steady increase 
in the consumption of condensed milk in Brazil, there 
has been a decrease in the imports from the United 
States, the imports therefrom reaching their highest 
point four years ago, and falling off over 80 per cent 
in one year. The explanation of this state of things 
offered by the trade here is that in 1906 an agreement 
among condensed milk manufacturers went into effect, 
as a result of which the trade field in Brazil was left 
to Swiss manufacturers, presumably in return for 
similar favors for American milk elsewhere. How- 
ever that may be, the falling off in question was re- 
markable and the condition of the trade has been de- 
pressed, so far as the United States is concerned, ever 
since, and that, too, in spite of the preferential reduc- 
tion in duty granted on American milk. 

“There has been, however, renewed activity on the 
part of American manufacturers in the past two 
months (May and June, 1909) and there is strong 
indication that there will be a revival of American 
exports which will give the United States at least

Last year 
Switzerland furnished about 86 per cent of the total 
condensed milk imports of Brazil, the United States 
and Great Britain furnishing the balance. From year 
to year about one-fourth of the imports come to Rio 
de Janeiro, about one-half to Manaos, Para and Bahia, 
and the other quarter to the other ports, mostly in the 
northern portion of the country. The demand for 
the milk in the Amazon country and in those portions 
of Brazil where it is difficult to secure and keep good 
fresh milk is increasing steadily, and there is unques- 
tionably a fine field for American trade in this country.”

Ecuador. 
CONSUMPTION OF CONDENSED MILK CONFINED 
TRAVELERS. 

Consul-General Herman R. Dietrich, of Guayaquil, 
reports that the consumption of condensed milk in 
Ecuador is small, being limited in use to travelers and 
prospectors. Ecuador is a cattle-raising country, and 
fresh milk is abundant and cheap in nearly all sec- 
tions of the republic. Fresh milk, which is retailed in 
Guayaquil at 25 to 30 cents, gold, a gallon, is always 
boiled before it is used. 

Venezuela. 
CONSUMPTION OF AMERICAN MILK NOT WHAT IT 
SHOULD BE. 

Consul Isaac A. Manning, of La Guaria, reports as 
follows on the imports into and the sale of condensed 
milk in Venezuela: 

“The imports of condensed milk into Venezuela in 
1908 amounted to $2,513, imported from the follow- 
ing countries: United Kingdom, $1,146; United 
States, $774; Holland, $250; Germany, $181; Spain, 
$162. American manufacturers of condensed milk 
are not supplying their proper proportion of this prod- 
uct in Venezuela. While this is a great cattle coun- 
try, and fresh milk can be bought nearly everywhere 
as cheaply as in the United States, yet those who have 
occasion to travel in undeveloped territories must have 
condensed milk, and there is no reason why the United 
States should not largely increase its sales here. In 
connection with condensed milk, there is also a lim- 
ited sale for other milk products, such as malted milk 
and foods for children and invalids.” 

Santo Domingo. 
A GOOD FIELD FOR THE INCREASE 
MILK TRADE. 

Consul-General Fenton R. McCreery, of Santo Do- 
mingo, furnishes the following information concern- 
ing condensed milk in the Dominican Republic: 

“The imports of condensed milk into the Dominican 
Republic in 1908 amounted to 85,574 pounds, valued 
at $8,359, of which 25,151 pounds, valued at $2,603, 
were from the United States; 30,522 pounds, valued 
at $2,831, from Germany; the balance being from all 
other countries. This would seem to be a good field 
for increasing the sale of American condensed and 
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evaporated milk. Active advertising, with an occa. 
sional visit from a representative agent, would doubt- 
less result in satisfactory returns. A large European 
house has an active agent in this district. 
China, 
SHANGHAI THE RECEIVER AND DISTRIBUTOR FOR THE 
EMPIRE. 

Vice-Consul-General Frank W. Hadley, of Shang- 
hai, furnishes the following information concerning 
the trade in condensed milk in China: 

“Shanghai is the distributing point of condensed 
milk for China. The total imports from foreign coun- 
tries and Hongkong, the latter being composed of 
foreign milk, in 1908 amounted to 150,000 dozen tins, 
valued at $148,299, of which 16,089 dozen tins, valued 
at $15,896, were re-exported to foreign countries, leay- 
ing 123,911 dozen tins, valued at $132,403, for con- 
sumption in China, of which 78,315 dozen tins, valued 
at $77,375, were reshipped to other Chinese ports, the 
balance being left for local consumption. 

“Price is the dominating factor with the Chinese 
in purchasing new goods, but once the quality has 
been demonstrated to their satisfaction they are very 
slow to change; even when cheaper goods of equal 
quality are put on the market they will continue to 
purchase the dearer, which has given them satisfaction 
and to which they are accustomed. 

“The Chinese use the sweetened milk, which, of 
course, constitutes very much the greater part of the 
trade, while the foreigners in China use the unsweet- 
ened evaporated cream. Milk is put up in tins of 16 
to 20 ounces, the first being the popular size. The 
Shanghai and North China trade is controlled by 
American brands, while European brands predominate 
in the south, around Canton. 

“It is estimated that during recent years from 5,000 
to 10,000 tins per year have been put on the markets 
in imitation of a popular American brand of milk. 
This milk was manufactured outside of China, im- 
ported without labels, and Chinese printers hired to 
make the imitation labels. This trade, however, has 
been checked during the past year by the firm stand 
taken by Chinese officials to free their markets from 
such discreditable proceedings. One agent of a Euro- 
pean firm engaged in this business was fined $300 by 
the mixed court and had his stock confiscated.” 

Burma. 
STEADY INCREASE IN THE CONSUMPTION QF CONDENSED 
MILK. 

Vice-Consul JohnH. Monson, of Ragoon, furnishes 
the following statistics covering the imports into and 
the consumption of condensed milk in Burma: 

“The imports of condensed milk at Ragoon during 
the fiscal years ended March 31, 1905-1908, amounted 
to $208,173, $233,057, $299,593, $327,806 and $377,455, 
respectively, which. shows a very steady increase in 
the consumption of this article. For the second quar- 
ter of 1909, April, May and June, the imports 
amounted ‘to $108,301, indicating that the increase dur-

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ing the previous five vears will be continued for the 
fiscal year 1910. Of the total imports, 80 per cent 
comes from the United Kingdom, 10 per cent from 
Germany and Holland, and the other 10 per cent from 
France, Austria, Belgium and the United States, the 
share of the latter amounting to something less than 
$1,000 a year, imported from the Pacific coast. 

“American manufacturers should have a larger 
share of this business, and their inactivity in the past 
should be made up by increased efforts now to secure 
their share of this steadily increasing trade. 

“The position of the well known brands now in this 
market will certainly continue to improve, and Ameri- 
can manufacturers are urged to give Burma their im- 
mediate consideration, if they have any intention of 
extending their sales in this part of the Orient. 

“The customary selling price of the leading English 
brand of milk is 12 cents per can. The import duty 
is 5 per cent ad valorem.” 

SOUPS IN TABLET FORM. 

An article of diet which has recently appeared in 
commerce and which appears to be rapidly increasing 
in importance is soup in tablet form. The manufac- 
ture of this article began in Germany, where there are 
innumerable small canneries which pack vegetables 
and fruits in the summer and meats and fish products 
in the winter. 

A typical recipe for one of these dried soups, taken 
from a German trade paper, is here given: “Rice 
Soup a la Julienne—To prepare 50 kg. of the finished 
product, melt 7 kg. of rendered beef tallow in a suit- 
able pot. As soon as the fat begins to fry, 3 kg. of 
finely chopped onions are added, and when the onions 
begin to brown, 6 kg. of salt and 1 kg. of meat ex- 
tract are put in. After these ingredients have been 
well mixed with the fat the heat is removed and 25 
kg. of broken rice, 5 kg. of rice grits and 3 kg. of 
farina are incorporated in the mass, which is next 
broken up by being forced through a coarse sieve and 
allowed to cool. After cooling it is pressed by means 
of.a suitable machine into 50 and 100-gram tablets. 
These tablets are wrapped in parchment paper, labeled, 
and sent into the market.” The consumer unwraps the 
tablet, places it in a vessel with water and boils it until 
the rice is sufficiently cooked. 

It is said that the housewife can easily prepare four 
large plates of good soup at a cost of 20 pf. (about 4 
cents). The advantage of an article of this kind for 
army and navy use is apparent. The popularity of 
these soup tablets is spreading to the United States, 
into which they are being imported by a New York 
firm. 

It is understood that the United States army will 
shortly experiment with concentrated foods in tablet 
form for the use of the troops in field maneuvers. 


ROOSEVELT’S AFRICAN QUEST. 

It is now generally known that Scribner’s Magazine 
is paying Theodore Roosevelt the highest price ever 
paid for any serial in any magazine for his forthcom- 
ing articles, which are to bear the general title, 
“African Game Trails: An Account of the African 
Wanderings of an American Hunter Naturalist.” The 
editors already have five of these articles in manu- 
script, the first of which, “A Railroad Through the 
Pleistocene,” will appear in the October Scribner. 
They also have a large amount of illustrative material 
from Kermit Roosevelt, the official photographer of 


the expedition, all systematically arranged and labeled 
showing a marked aptitude for detail on the young 
mans part. 
Meantime the popular interest in these articles is jp 
itself a phenomenon that may well engage the atten- 
tion even of Mr. Roosevelt's enemies. It is said that 
an enterprising concern in New York recently dressed 
up a lot of men in Rooseveltian costumes and put 
them through an African lion hunt before the moving 
picture camera, and that the receipts from the exhibit 
the first week were $15,000. We understand that the 
newsdealers’ orders for the October Scribner are 75 
per cent larger than usual, the increase being about 
50 per cent in the East and 100 per cent in the West.— 
Chicago Record-Herald. 
REDUCED TIN OUTPUT IN MALAY STATES. 

The following statistics, furnished by Vice-Consul- 
General G. E. Chamberlin, of Singapore, of the tin 
output from the Federated Malay States for the first 
five months of 1909, shows a 1034 per cent decline 
from the same period in 1908, due to lower prices:

SHIPPING CANNED SALMON TO MEXICO—COMMENT 
ON ROUTING. 


Consul William W. Canada, of Veracruz, gives the 
following account of a strange route selected for the 
transportation of American goods to Mexico: 

“A vessel recently discharged at Veracruz eight con- 
signments of canned salmon, destined for interior Mex- 
ican points. This salmon was shipped at San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., via Panama. At Colon the goods were 
transferred to a vessel which landed them at San Juan, 
P. R., whence they were again shipped to Habana, 
Cuba, where they were transferred to the ship which 
landed them at Veracruz. 

“Why this route should have been selected is a 
mystery, and attention is called to the time lost in 
reaching the final destination of the merchandise, and 
the number of times the goods were subjected to 
handling at the several ports of transfer—at Panama 
from ship to lighter and from lighter to railway; at 
Colon, San Juan, and Habana, from vessel to wharf, 
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and vice versa; at Veracruz from vessel to wharf, 
and thence by rail. The amount of freight paid and 
other unavoidable expenses will likely preclude all pos- 
sibility of the Pacific ports of the United States doing 
further business here. If these goods had been sent 
via Salina Cruz, the terminal of the Tehuantepec rail- 
way, they would have reached their destination jp 
much less time, with less handling and at a cost of 
transportation very much lower.”

SURPLUS CAR FIGURES. 

It is officially estimated that the American Railway 
Association’s car surplus bulletin September 10 will 
show a further reduction of more than 40,000 cars, 
bringing the total surplus September 1 to a little more 
than 100,000 cars, or the smallest since last October. 

“Tt is important to note,” says Arthur Hale, “that 
this season’s reduction is six weeks ahead of last 
year’s, indicating that shortage this year will be 
greater.” 
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The soeomeenyine illustration is a reproduction of a photo- 
graph showing the motor trucks which were used by the Crary 
Canning Co., of Seereese a Wis., and the Fort Stanwix Can- 
ning Co., of Rome. N. Y., during the season just ended. The 
first truck in the line is one of a pair owned by the Fort Stan- 
wix Canning Co., the other three being the trucks which were 
used by the Crary Canning Co. in hauling the peas from their 
Vignes, Wis., viner station to their factory at Sturgeon Bay. 
The distance from the Vignes station to the Sturgeon Bay can- 
nery is seven and one-half miles, which distance the trucks 
negotiated in about fifty minutes. The importance of getting 
peas into the factory In as short a time as possible after they 
are threshed, together with the desire to do away with the ex- 
pense of maintaining teams during the many months when they 
are not needed, caused the Crary Canning Co. to purchase these 
trucks for use as indicated.

Brokers’ Market Opinions 


Selections from the Weekly Canned Goods Circulars Issued 
by Prominent Commission Firms 




















Frank J. Kiernan, Green Bay, Wis. 

Deliveries of early orders of peas have now been 
effected and the surplus remaining in packers’ hands is 
surprisingly small for this season of the year. Prices 
have been materially advancing and further advances 
are sure to follow in the very near future. I offer the 
following, subject to change without notice and pack- 
ers’ confirmation of sales. 


Thomas J. Meehan & Co., Baltimore. 

The long drought was broken by rain commencing 
early Friday morning, and the threatened water famine 
here has been relieved by a fall sufficient for all 
present purposes. It will benefit the tomato crop more 
or less, to what extent remains to be seen, but it came 
too late to be of any benefit to the crop of sweet 
corn. 

Heavy buying of tomatoes was the feature in this 
market this week, the low range of prices attracting 
further orders from western buyers who do not as a 
rule, buy that article here at this time of the year, 
depending on their nearby canners to supply them. 
The jobbers in other sections bought more liberally 
as well, and all the orders were for September ship- 
ment, indicating that they are needed now for actual 
wants, not for speculative purposes, of which there 
has been none at all this year. For the first time this 
season the receipts of raw tomatoes were larger than 
in the week previous, and the growers say the crop 
is ripening faster than usual, all at one time, a sign 
that the season will be shorter than usual, due to the 
lack of rain and the cool temperature. If the receipts 
continue to be large for a week longer the canners 
may have an opportunity to average down their cost 
of packing up to this week, which has been higher 
than was anticipated since the canning season opened. 
On the other hand, should the season close earlier 
than usual, after opening ten days later than the aver- 
age time, the final result is not hard to foresee. Many 
packers are holding their tomatoes firm at the top 
prices in anticipation of a reaction from the present 
low figures, and refuse to accept any orders unless 
at their quotations. It should be noted that the prices 
are lower only on the No. 3 standard tomatoes, the 
No. 2 size and the No. 10 tins remaining steady at 
the same quotations that prevailed last month, and 
they are active at those figures. Purchases of first- 
class quality at today’s quotations look to be safe. 

While not active, corn was in better demand this 
week and the Maryland canners are making little 
effort for orders pending further developments in re- 
gard to the crop. There is no improvement in that 
direction.

Tomatoes—Receipts of tomatoes this week, both 
here and at country houses in Maryland and Dela. 
ware, almost without exception, have been heavy, dye 
to the ripening of the crop all at once. That thic 
condition was not anticipated by packers generally was 
shown in the offerings from country packers and their 
advices up to the close of last week. This week this 
changed condition has brought out free offerings from 
country packers, who were not disposed to enter the 
market last week, and in consequence the market has 
not been strengthened. Shipments of the week oy 
new business, and more especially on early booking 
have again been heavy. ” 

Corn-—This week closes with corn in stronger posi- 
tion than it has been at any time this season. To find 
a corn packer who is in comfortable position on his 
future booking and who has little to offer in addition 
is, this season, the rare exception indeed. The little 
that does offer in this manner from day to day js 
taken as fast as offered. Under the circumstances it 
is difficult to quote. We shall be glad to have your 
inquiries and wire you just what we can do for you.

Tomatoes—There is an excellent demand for to- 
matoes. The buying is still of a “hand to mouth” 
character, but a large number of buyers are in the 
market, especially in the West. The aggregate of 
sales is very good. This western buying is regarded 
as an unusually healthy indication for the eastern pack- 
ers. It is taking quite a few tomatoes out of Mary- 
land, Delaware and Virginia which -ordinarily go to 
supply eastern markets. The conditions in Baltimore 
are somewhat better for packers, though altogether not 
satisfactory. The Baltimore packers are asking 7oc 
to 75c per dozen for No. 3 standard tomatoes, and are 
showing no anxiety about sales. The situation on the 
Peninsula is somewhat different, and a little in buyers’ 
favor. Peninsula packers report they are getting their 
glut of tomatoes this week and will probably continue 
to do so next week, but seem to think that there will 
be quite a falling off in the pack after that. We are 
buying some pretty good lots of No. 3 standards on 
the Peninsula and our quotation of 65c per dozen 
looks low. 

Corn—The market is stronger. Maryland packers 
report most unsatisfactory crop conditions. A month 
ago packers here knew that their early corn was badly 
hurt, but looked forward to a fair crop of late corn. 
The continued dry weather, however, it appears, has 
injured late corn almost as much as early corn. The 
packing season in Maryland cannot help but be a very 
short one. We are quoting the following trades in 
corn.

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enough for them. This condition will probably con- 
tinue next week as well. From all advices summed 
up, there will be very few tomatoes packed after that 
time, for the drought still continues, the smaller to- 
matoes are ripening instead of growing, the later vines 
are not maturing. It will be a short season and soon 
done, notwithstanding the voluminous deliveries at the 
various packing houses of raw stock during the week 
which should not be taken as conclusive that there 
will be anything like a total quantity of tomatoes 
packed this season as last. Conditions are vastly dif- 
ferent, and while the almost stranded packer may part 
with a car or two at an exceptionally low price in 
order to make a trade for the time being, it would 
be misleading to consider this one swallow as making 
a summer. 

The yield of corn has been, so far, varying from 
five to one hundred cases per acre. The average yield 
will not show fifty cases per acre, which is just about 
50 per cent of a normal yield. Notwithstanding all 
this, the corn market has not advanced in proportion 
to the conditions as they actually exist in the grow- 
ing and packing section. Buyers have not pushed for 
purchases at the advanced prices, which really would 
not have obtained, but are anxiously awaiting devel- 
opments and advices as to what percentage of de- 
livery they will be able to obtain on account of the 
contracts booked early in the season.

THE UNEVEN ONION SITUATION. 

The opening week in September finds the onion 
harvest well under way in New York, Indiana, Mich- 
igan, Ohio and the Connecticut valley. It is too early 
to treat exhaustively the crop as to condition and qual- 
ity. But this much can be said, the crop is running 
quite uneven. Advices direct from American Agri- 
culturist correspondents in main producing sections 
touch upon healthy conditions of the onions, which are 
fairly good in size, and sound. Such reports as have 
reached us from the harvest fields of New York indi- 
cate fair rate of yield and size of bulb. But in Ohio 
and Indiana, tremendously important onion producing 
sections, the crop is far below what was at one time 
hoped. 

As noted in these columns during the growing sea- 
son, the weather conditions were trying and the final 
summing up shows that while there are a good many 
onions of really fine quality, the bulbs as a whole are 
running smaller than usual, and this will cut short 
the bulk available for winter storage. 























As to prices, the season is not opening in a manner 
catisfactory to growers. Some good prices were paid 
jor initial shipments, but within the last few days 
middlemen and speculators have reduced their bids 
and the market 1s dull, with buyers and sellers apart. 
Of course, it is full early and market conditions have 
not yet become fully adjusted. Meanwhile many grow- 
ers who have long made a specialty of this crop are 
indifferent about selling at the present, preferring to 
hold for a time. Our final report of the onion crop 
will appear soon.—American Agriculturist. 





PFERSDORF’S REPORT ON THE CUCUMBER AND CAB- 
BAGE CROPS. 

O. H. Pfersdorf, Chicago, has issued, under date 
of September 9, a circular containing cucumber and 
cabbage crop reports from the principal states pro- 
ducing these vegetables. They say that “Quite a few 
of the vines have been hit by frost, which was a severe 
one, and it has caused the holders of stock to advance 
their prices.” Such portions of O. H. Pfersdorf’s cir- 
cular as contain reports from principal states, are as

Colorado—(N. C. 8/31) Pickle receipts very heavy and 
this year bids fair to be a record-breaker. (8S. E. C. 8/30) 
Best stock and yield for years. Stock still coming in good 

Illinois—(Cent. 9/1) Pickles all in, about ¥% of a crop. 
(N. E. 8/30) Pickles coming in freely. at all our stations. 
Quality improving, vines look well, look for an average crop. 
(8/30) Pickles coming in slow on account of cool nights. 
Some vines are suffering from lice. (Chicago 8/30) We are 
not getting as many pickles as we should have off our acre 
age, some places doing very well and others very poor, now 
that eool weather has set in. We think we have about two- 
thirds of this year’s receipts which, when finished, will make 
not over two-thirds of an average crop. (8/31) The crop 
has been coming very well during the past week, although 
there are some reports that the vines are drying up. 

Indiana—(N. E. 8/30) Rains have helped conditions. Sat- 
urday we received 450 bushels, prospects good until frosts 
get us. (N. W. 8/26) Half of acreage diseased, other half 
coming in very plentiful. (9/4) Had some frost this week 
and on low ground vines are nearly killed, on high ground 
they still look good, but cold nights cheek growth and the 
bulk now received are poor and nubby. (N. E. 9/3) Frosts 
on the night of the first put us out of business for this 
season. About 50 per cent of a crop. 

Michigan—(No. 8/50) So far average crop. Early frosts 
in northern Michigan lost about one-half vines. (N. C. 8/30) 
Receipts at three stations were considerably better last week 
than formerly, however, they are still below a good average 
yield. We do not look for over 50 per cent of an average 
crop this season. The nights continue cold, retarding the 
growth. (8/31) Had a good rain last week, but since then 
nights have been cold. Stock is getting nubby and our high- 
est expectations are for only a fair crop. (South 9/6) Cool 
weather has curtailed the receipts very materially. Frost put 
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some growers out of business. We expect to have three- 
quarters of. an average crop this season, however. (S. W. 
8/30) We have had very good receipts during the past week 
and have just had quite a rain. The weather, however, has 
been cold ever since, which will check the receipts very ma- 
terially. (West 8/31) Pickles are about through. Weather 
is cold, had some frost September 1 that killed the vines in 
low lands and caused the blight to set in higher ground. 
(S. C. 9/4) The frost, we believe, hit every cucumber patch 
in our territory and in a number of instances put our vines 
out of business entirely. Weather conditions very cold and 
our receipts have fallen down to almost nothing. (West 
9/6) We had a hard frost the first of the month, another 
this morning. There is not more than half a crop in the 
state. 

Missouri—( West 8/30) Norain. Pickle crop will be very 
short. (N. W. 9/1) A failure. 

Minnesota—(East 8/27) Coming in good the last three 
days, were the heaviest this season. Pickles are of good 
quality, not many nubs or crooks. (8/31) Cooler nights are 
bringing nubs. Quantity not up to expectations. Vines so 
heavy that picking is hampered, with corresponding increase 
in large pickles. Season far short of standard. (East 9/4) 
Our patches are about all in, had a light frost on the low 
places, the blight got a good many of them. Got about two- 
thirds of a crop. 

New Jersey—(North 9/7) Crop is all gathered. About 60 
per cent of a crop. 

New York—(Cent. 831) Vines dying for lack of moisture, 
will not get 20 per cent crop. (N. W. 9-2) Pickles are 
coming in very slow. Receipts to date about one-third of 
what we had last year at this time. (Long Island 9/2) This 
week will about wind us up, as the nights are extremely 
cold, which combined with strong cold winds, will certainly 
retard further growth of cucumbers. The crop is a very 
short one and will hardly reach 50 per cent from acreage 
planted. 

Ohio—(N. C. 9/1) Vines are turning red. Very cool 
nights. Will not have over one-quarter crop. 

Wisconsin—(E. C. 8/31) We will get about a little over 
half crop this year. We need rain badly, nights are cold. 
Receipts are slacking up. Stock is good, if we could get a 
rain now and warm weather it would help some yet. (South 
8/30) Too cold, nothing doing. Some vines are killed by 
bugs. (S. E. 8/30) During the past week have had good 
receipts, probably our best week. A few days of hot 
weather caused the cucumbers to grow fast. Our own vines 
show disease, same is true of some of our farmers, conse- 
quently good many. pieces will soon play out. (8/28) Late 
planting vines doing well until rain of yesterday. Coming 
bad now and will for a few days. We shall get in, if 
weather is favorable to September 10, about three-quarters 
of a crop. (S. W. 8/30) Blight appearing in many fields, 
which may greatly curtail crop, also having cool nights that 
will retard growth. Hardly an average crop to date. (West 
9/2) A heavy frost on the night of the 3lst has about put 
an end to the crop for this season. From our receipts to date 
we estimate that we have harvested about 65 per cent of a 
crop, of an exceptionally fine quality. (N. E. 8/30) Our 
receipts are very short for the last week, and the prospects 
are that the receiving season will be closed in ten days. 
Vines looking badly owing to blight. Prospects for about 
60 per cent of last year’s receipts. (S. W. 9/3) We esti- 
mate that we have lost one-third of our pickle crop by the 
frost.

INQUIRIES SOLICITED 
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MINNESOTA CANNERY INSPECTORS’ SUGGESTIONS 
TO FACTORY SUPERINTENDENTS. 

Minnesota has a very efficient State Cannery Inspec- 
tor, Mr. August J. Anderson, who at the beginning of 
the present season issued the following suggestions to 
superintendents and employes of canning factories in 
that State: 

Don’t—forget you are putting up food for human beings. 

Don’t—forget an inspector may drop in at any ;moment 
to see what kind of stuff is being canned, and to examine 
into the sanitary conditions. 

Don’t—forget that sanitary conditions count. 

Don’t—have stagnant pools of slop and water about the 
factory. 

Don’t—have heaps of refuse rotting at the door to polute 
the whole air of the neighborhood. 

Don’t—have the floors deep with spilled tomatoes, fruits, 
ete. 

Don ’t—pile tomato skins and cores on the floor, like gar- 
hage, before running through the pulper. 
Don’t—be content with having the 
chinery, ete., clean after working hours.

Don’t—be satisfied with washing out everything after 
work—and have the factory sloppy and dirty during the 
work.

Don’t—allow flies in that part of factory where they can 
come in contact with uncovered food—they can be exeluded 
by proper screens. 

Don’t—be afraid to allow sunlight penetrate through all 
apartments of the factory. 

Don’t—forget that the sun is the best germ killer. 

Don’t—forget that the consuming publie demand 
of quality rather than quantity. 

Don’t—forget that the consumer is the best advertiser of 
your product—whether good or bad. 

Don ’t—saerifice quality for quantity as it will not pay. 

Don’t—-allow any person to be employed in your factory 
afilieted with any contagious or infectious disease. 

Don’t—forget to procure a copy of the 1909 Food Laws 
and read Chapter 455, page 40 (Canning factory law). 

Don’t—forget that the label must tell the ‘‘truth’’ or 
goods will be misbranded and illegal under the law. 

Don’t—forget that the Minnesota Food Department will 
assist you in securing proper recognition for vour products. 

Don’t—forget to advertise your products. 

Don’t—forget to send in goods for exhibit at the State 
Fair,—Minnesota Canners exhibit in the Dairy building to 
be held under the auspices of this department. 

Don’t—forget to distribute and tack “up a few of these 
‘*Don’ts’’ that the employees may read them. 

Don’t—forget that the inspector is at your service for in 
formation, and will assist in any legitimate manner to pro 
mote your industry.

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Don’t—allow cobs or other waste to aceumulats 
premises—must be hauled away daily. 

Don’t—forget that outside factory premises must he at all 
times kept clean. 

Don’t—forget to procure and use well coated cans—they 
are the cheapest—everything considered. :

AMERICAN OPINIONS ON JAPANESE SARDINES. 

H. M. Smith, of the Bureau of Fisheries, Wash- 
ington, D. C., has written to N. Maki, late director of 
the Japanese Fisheries Bureau, concerning Japanese 
sardines as follows: 

‘*Knowing your interest in the fishing industry in Japan 
and appreciating what you have already done to develop the 
fisheries of your country, I write in order to draw your at- 
tention to the opportunity to create a good market for 
Japanese sardines in the United States. 

Under the terms of the pure-food law, the French canners 
and importers of sardines sought to have the United States 
Government prohibit the sale in this country of any fish 
under the name of ‘‘Sardines’’ except those prepared in 
France. As this would have kept out the excellent Japanese 
and Norwegian fish, I submitted an argument to the pure 
food board, and as a result Japanese sardines have the same 
standing here as the French. 

There are very large imports of sardines into the United 
States; and I feel certain that the excellent Japanese fish 
ean be sold to very good advantage and in quantities just 
as soon as our people become acquainted with them and are

TREASURY DEPARTMENT ISSUES REGULATIONS FOR 
MARKETING IMPORTED MERCHANDISE. 

The Treasury Department last week prepared and 
issued a part of the regulations governing, the mark- 
ing of imported goods under the new tariff act. The 
section now issued relates to marking the country of 
origin and leaves open a good many other questions 
that will have to be dealt with at a later date. It 
leaves open the treatment to be accorded to articles 
of the kind described in the regulation when the same 
are in bond, and apparently imposes upon the judg- 
ment of the collectors in such cases the duty of deter- 
mining how to treat the goods. It is intended to be 
liberal in these cases. The regulations are as follows: 

Section 7 of the tariff act of August 5, 1909, provides as 
follows: 

‘*That all articles of foreign manufacture or production, 
which are capable of being marked, stamped, branded or 
labeled without injury, shall be marked, stamped, branded 
or labeled in legible English words in a eonspicuous place 
that shall not be covered or obscured by any subsequent 
attachments or arrangements, so as to indicate the country 
of origin. Said marking, stamping, branding or labeling 
shall be as nearly indelible and permanent as the nature 
of the article will permit. 

‘*All packages containing imported articles shall be 
marked, stamped, branded or labeled so as to indicate legibly 
and plainly, in English words, the country of origin and the 
quantity of their contents, and until marked in accordance 
with the directions prescribed in this section no articles or 
packages shall be delivered to the importer. 

‘*Should any article or package of imported merchandise 
be marked, stamped, branded or labeled so as not accurately 
to indicate the quantity, number or measurement actually 
contained in such article or package, no delivery of the same 
shall be made to the importer until the mark, stamp, brand 
or label, as the case may be, shall be changed so as to con- 
form to the facts of the case. 

‘*The Seeretary of the Treasury shall prescribe the neces- 
sary rules and regulations to carry out the foregoing pro 
vision.’’ 

Section 8 of the said act provides as follows: 

‘*Tf any person shall fraudulently violate any of the pro 
visions of this act relating to the marking, stamping, brand- 
ing or labeling of any imported articles or packages; or 
shall fraudulently deface, déstroy, remove, alter, or obliter- 
ate any such marks, stamps, brands or labels with intent to 
coneeal the information given by or contained in such 
marks, stamps, brands, or labels, he shall, upon conviction, 
be fined in any sum not exceeding five thousand dollars, or 
be imprisoned for any time not exceeding one year, or both.’’ 

Appraising officers will make a careful examination of all 
merchandise in their hands for appraisement, in order to 
determine whether the same is marked in accordance with 
said provisions of law, and if they find the same not so 
marked they will so report to the collector, and the merchan- 
dise will be sent to the general order stores, and treated as 
unclaimed and not delivered therefrom, unless for exporta- 
tion upon due entry for that purpose being made, until 
properly marked by the importers under the supervision of 
the collector. 

The word ‘‘purchaser,’’ as used in said paragraphs 152 
and 154, is held to refer either to the purchaser shown upon 
the consular invoice or to the ultimate consignee, as shown 
in the declaration made upon entry. In the case of eutlery 
shipped to this country for a sale upon consignment, as there 
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is no purchaser the same must be marked with the na 
the manufacturer. =e 
The law does not contemplate the marking of the Cov 
ings of crude substances, such as hides, logs, wool. per 
rubber, ete., or of other substances of a moist or deliquesee ; 
nature, like certain kinds of sugar in mats, ete., the meskiat 
of which would be impracticable. e 
Articles usually imported in bulk when seeured togethe 
for convenience in handling are not considered such packa 7 
as are required to be marked. 
Merchandise entered for immediate transportation or jp 
transit through the United States to a foreign country is not 
required to be marked under said provisions of law, ~ 
Articles manufactured in one country from materials pro- 
duced in another should be marked with the name of the 
former as the country of origin. For example: Packages 
containing beer, manufactured in Germany of German malt 
and Austrian hops, should be marked ‘‘Germany.’’

REFORT ON SARDINE CANNING INDUSTRY OF 


NORWAY. 

U. S. Consul Felix S. Johnson, of Bergen, fur- 
nishes the following information concerning the sar- 
dine canning industry of Norway: 

‘The canning of sardines is now one of the most 


important industries on the western coast of Norway, 
consisting of more than twenty factories, employing 
several thousand men, women and children, giving 
employment not only to persons in the factories but 
those on the sea. The fish are caught in the fjords, 
in nets, between Stavanger and Bergen, and recently 
near Christiania. While the export of fish balls has 
fallen off in shipment to the United States, that of 
sardines has increased in amount from year to year. 
The Spanish, Portuguese and French sardine fisheries 
are not so productive as in years gone by; conse- 
quently the American importer has to look elsewhere 
for the loss in production in those countries, and Nor- 
way has been able to meet all orders by American 
importers. The total exportation of sardines last year 
amounted to about $500,000. All shipments to the 
United States are made either by the way of Ham- 
burg or Rotterdam. 

“Olive oil is used in canning sardines exported to 
the United States, but cottonseed oil is employed in 
those exported to other countries. The duty on cotton- 
seed oil has recently been reduced to 4 Ore per kilo 
(1.07 cents per 2.2 pounds); this will increase the 
demand for cottonseed oil amoung the packers. 

“Marinated anchovies and herrings and smoked sar- 
dines are now sold throughout the world, and a new 
industry, smoked herrings, has been introduced at 
Bergen, in which three establishments are already en- 
gaged. The outlook for this industry is bright, the 
chief competitors being the Scotch and Nova Scotians. 
The first exports of smoked herrings from Bergen to 
the United States were made in 1908. 

“The canning factories first established had made 
it their principal object to produce fine Italian ware- 
house goods, of meat and fish and meat soups, for 
ships, tourists, excursionists, etc. The articles being 
too expensive for common household consumption, the 
manufacture of fish balls in bouillon was commenced 
at Stavanger, which at once acquired a market, and 
which are now exported in considerable quantities. 
Even workingmen’s families now use this food as a 
dish that is cheap and nourishing. Besides haddock, 
of which fish balls and fish puddings are made, ling, 
halibut, salmon, cod, crab, etc., were after a while 
_canned in large quantities. At present all the ma- 
chines in these canning factories are operated by 
steam, and there is a central heating and electric light- 
ing plant. In one factory about 24,000 pounds of had- 
dock can be turned into fish balls in a day, and eight 
oxen may be made into ox carbonade and meat balls in 
the same time.” 
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LESS COMPETITION FOR AMERICAN SALMON cay. 
NERIES. 

The small pack of salmon on the Fraser River, 
according to advices from Bellingham, will give the 
American cannerymen less competition in the foreign 
markets, which will enable them to dispose of thei 
pack with little difficulty. The Fraser River men have 
been supplying Great britain with fish, besides all of 
Canada. Unable to do so this year, the United King- 
dom will turn to the American market for a share of 
its supply. Other foreign countries which have pre- 
viously been supplied by the Canadians will also look 
to Puget Sound for salmon. These conditions exist- 
ing will give the Americans a much larger market 
and practically no competition. 

The first shipments of this year’s salmon pack were 
made from Bellingham last week. <A report from 
there states that ‘orders for large quantities have 
already been placed. 


CO-OPERATION GAINING GROUND. 

The co-operative selling of farm produce is gaining 
in popularity. It is the natural method of disposing 
of wholesale quantities in a rational manner. It recog- 
nizes and is based upon the facts that producers have 
one aim; namely, to sell their goods at prices that will 
pay a reasonable profit; that consumers must have 
these products at prices proportionate to the quality 
of the goods; that an oversupply in any one market 
is more or less disastrous to prices and profits; that 
certain agencies such as transportation lines and inter- 
mediate handlers are necessary to the adequate placing 
of the goods; but that these intermediaries must be 
the well-paid servants—not the dictatorial masters of 
both producers and consumers. In short, co-operative 
selling is based on that fundamental law of all 
healthy and permanent trade, that what benefits one 
benefits all. 

Such being its platform, co-operative selling is 
opposed to any and all systems whereby the interme- 
diaries assume mastership, and on the one hand force 
the public to pay unjustifiably high prices, and on the 
other compel producers to accept unwarrantably low 
ones. Its advent is not premature. There is no 
cloaking the fact that the channels of trade need puri- 
fying. Far too long have they been choked by the 
selfish practices of “middlemen ; far too long have 
prevalent methods of shipping produced gluts in prin- 
cipal markets while dearth has prevailed in secondary 
ones; far too often such perishable products as toma- 
toes, milk, berries and cantaloups have been allowed 
to spoil or be even ruthlessly destroyed in the middle- 
men’s interests in order to balance a glutted market. 
Growers have submitted to such irrational and dis- 
honest practices far too long. 

Reaction has set in. Each year the formation of an 
increasing number of co-operative associations shows 
an increasing proportion of successful ones. Such 
activity indicates the trend of the tide—a tide that 
must ultimately sweep away many prevalent bad prac- 
tices. The best evidence that it is fact is revealed by 
the tactics of the opposition—of the middleman. 
Wherever growers have banded together to sell their 
produce co-operatively there the middleman may often 
be seen very much in evidence to break the organiza- 
tion. But where the growers have been loyal to the 
organization, they have proved that they were thus 
loyal to their own best interests.

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Particular attention is called to the articles on 
co-operation published in other columns of American 
Agriculturist, showing what has been accomplished 
by some of the successful exchanges. In these the 
following statements demand emphasis: Foremost is 
the question of loyalty. 
to be governed by the fundamental law of what bene- 
fits one benefits all, he has no business to join a farm- 
ers’ exchange, because a penny in his hand will appear 
more substantial to him than a dollar on the horizon 
will. If there are enough of such men organization 
will prove to be a farce, and the middleman will con- 
tinue to laugh in his sleeve. Co-equal in importance 
there must be competent management. Again, the 
rules of grading must be strictly followed by each 
producer, so that the exchange may win a good repu- 
tation for honest packing and assets whose values can- 
not be overestimated. Still further, the members must 
place implicit trust in the manager, who must not be 
tangled up with red tape. And this man must not be 
underpaid. His position is an exceedingly exacting. 
and responsible one, especially during the busy season, 
at which time, if ever, he must have free rein. 

Upon these factors largely depends the success of a 
co-operative selling organization. The murmur of dis- 
approval from the commission men over the achieve- 
ments of successful farmers’ exchanges may be freely 
translated into the highest praise for the management 
of such exchanges. If, for example, New York, 
according to commission men, did not get more than 
a few mouthfuls of Georgia peaches this year, there 
were a good many markets that had a fair taste. This 
some of these markets did not get last year, when 
New York city was gutted with Georgia peaches, 
which even the local public did not get at reasonably 
reduced cost. These incidents, two of many that 
could be cited, show conclusively how a large num- 
ber of markets can benefit by a rational distribution 
of shipments through a well-managed co-operative 
organization. They further indicate that the law of 
what benefits one and all producers also benefits a 
far larger number of consumers.—American A gri- 
culturist.

AMERICAN SOILS RETAIN FERTILITY. CROP YIELDs 
INCREASING YEAR BY YEAR. 


Soils of the United States are not wearing out and 
the crop yields are increasing rather than decreasing, 
These facts are demonstrated in a bulletin shortly to 
be issued by the bureau of soils of the agricultura! 
department, prepared by Prof. Milton Whitney, chief 
of the bureau. The bulletin deals exhaustively with 
the yields of crops from 1867 to 1906, inclusive, 

Yield Per Acre Increasing. 

‘A careful study of the data which have been pre- 
sented appears to justify two conclusions,” says Prof, 
Whitney. ‘First, that the productivity of the newer 
agricultural soils of the United States and of the older 
agricultural soils of Europe, taken as a whole and for 
the nation, are not declining, as popularly is supposed. 

“Individual farming deteriorates and soils wear out, 
as they always have done, but as a whole it seems 
probable that we are producing more crops per acre 
than formerly. This undoubtedly is due to many fac- 
tors; to better and more intelligent cultivation, more 
and better systems of rotations of crops, and, in later 
years, to the intelligent use of fertilizers through 
measures of control in the hands of every individual 
farmer. 

“In addition we must recognize the increase in farm 
animals and stock, the improvement in seed by selec- 
tion and breeding, and increased density of population, 
which is forcing attention to more extensive methods. 
Second, that so far as our information goes, there 
apparently is no significant difference at the present 
time between the composition of the old agricultural 
soils of Europe and the newer agricultural soils of the 
United States with respect to potash, phosphoric acid, 
lime and magnesia.” 

The bulletin shows an increase in all cereal crops 
throughout the United States for the last three or four 
decades. The wheat yield per acre in Russia from 
1883 to 1905, according to the bulletin, varied several 
bushels per acre. In the latter year it was 9.4 bushels. 

Foreign Yields Are Large. 

In Ireland the vield of wheat per acre in 1883 was 
25.5 bushels, and in every vear up to 1906 there was a 
constant increase, when it reached the yield of 34.8 
bushels per acre. 

In Great Britain the yield of wheat in 1884 was 30.9 
bushels per acre, and there was a slight variation of 
increase up to 1906, which brought the yield to 34.7 
bushels. 

The wheat yield of Germany was 18.2 bushels in 
1883, with a gradual increase to 1906, bringing the 
yield then to 30.3 bushels.

DECIDES TOMATO SAUCE NOT DUTIABLE IN NATURAL 
STATE. 

General Appraiser Waite, of the Board of Ap- 
praisers at New York, last week overruled the protest 
of Larini & Co., wherein they claimed that “tomato 
sauce,’ assessed by the collector as vegetables, pre- 
pared or preserved, including sauces of all kinds, were 
dutiable as vegetables in their natural state. 

The board, in overruling the case, stated: “The 
contention of the importers that tomato sauce or paste 
should, for dutiable purposes, be considered a vege- 
table in its natural state, seems to us untenable. The 
process of reducing the tomato to a pulp and the ex- 
tracting of the seeds, together with the packing in her- 
metically sealed tins, all show that it is far removed 
from its condition in nature, and point to the conclu- 
sion that it is in a permanently preserved state. 

“From the record it does not affirmatively appear 
that this product has been sterilized, but we are con- 


vinced, from testimony recently given before us jp 
similar cases, that products put up in this manner 
must be sterilized in order to prevent fermentation 
and insure any degree of lasting preservation. We 
have heretofore held and we are still of the opinion 
that vegetables which have been packed in hermetically 
sealed tins and sterilized are ‘prepared,’ and we there- 
fore uphold the collector’s assessment of duty.” 


HEINZ SELLS CONSUMERS. 

At Seattle the local Retail: Grocers’ Association js 
at outs with the H. J. Heinz Company, according to 
press reports from the coast city. The company is ac- 
cused there of selling direct to hotels, restaurants and 
large consumers at the same prices which the retailers 
are compelled to pay. It is also stated that the com- 
pany has also withdrawn the handling of its line 
through the jobbers. 


SMALLER ALASKA SALMON PACK. 

Exact information concerning the salmon pzck in 
Bristol Bay, Alaska, was received at Seattle recently 
upon the arrival of the steamer North Star, tender of 
the Alaska Fishermen’s Packing Company. The to.al 
pack was 404,307 cases, or about 200,000 cases less 
than last year. 


MISSOURI CANNERY BURNS. 

A Missouri report states that the Van Cleve can- 
ning factory was destroyed by fire a few days ago. 
It was a new plant, running this season for the first 
time.
